Bass, like other fish, always 
spawn far more eggs than would 
ever have a chance to grow to 


jproduce thousands of young but 
fisherics researchers know that 
ae more than a dozen are apt 
to live until mature. Competition 
for food is usually the main rea- 
son for this. 

Ten pairs of bass would thus 
produce about 144 mature bass 
per year, since nature takes her 
toll of the other young fish. Now 
say we allow an open season and 
fishermen are so successful that 
they catch nine pairs or 18 of the 
potential parent fish. Still left 
are the other pair that will pro- 
duce their thousands of young. 

Now, however, Since ihere is 
no competition from other young, 
this pair could be likely to see 
144 of their young live to adult- 
hood. Meanwhile, fishermen 
have had the fun of catching 
the other 18 big bass. 

There’s something wrong with 
this reasoning, though. Tests 
made by fisheries scientists 


ter how skilled he might be, 
is going to catch 18 out of every 
20 bass in a lake. 

In an experiment, 1,027 mark- 
ed bass were placed in a lake 


and fishermen were invited to 
try to catch them aul out. In thy 


first day, 50 were caught in an 
average of 24 minutes of fish- 
ing for each fish. By the end of 
that day, it was taking more 
than two hours to catch each 
bass. 

The second day, catches were 
from five to six hours each, And, 
in the next three days, anglers 
had to try for more than 10 


hours to catch a fish. The ma- 


jority of the marked fish put

Landmark Sporting Event 


Phoenix, Arizona, is shortly to be the scene 
of an international gathering that will make this 
desert city a close rival of the United Nations from 
the standpoint of sheer numbers of countries rep- 
resented. The occasion is the 40th World Shooting 
Championships to be conducted under the sponsor- 
ship of The National Rifle Association of America. 

In bringing the international championship 
meet to the U.S., the NRA is shouldering one of the 
greatest responsibilities in its 99-year-history. It 
is bringing together approximately 1,500 competi- 
tors from more than 100 countries. It is carrying 
out a complex program that involves not only stag- 
ing the matches but getting the shooters and their 
guns in and out of the U.S., housing and feeding 
contestants, giving worldwide publicity to their 
feats, and keeping everyone reasonably happy. 
NRA representatives have been working for 18 
months of the formidable task of preparing target 
ranges, acquiring interpreters, and resolving all of 
the thousand and one details that accompany a 
multinational meeting of this kind. 

The fact that the 40th World Shooting Champ- 
ionships are to be held in the U.S. is a significant 
tribute to the stature of the one U.S. organization 
that has done more than any other to preserve a 
semblance of reason in controversial matters re- 
lating to the right of gun ownership by law-abiding 

citizens in our own country. The National Rifle

these and other factors are un- 
derstandably enough to make 
any concerned young person 
wonder about his future. It 
should be seen then, that the 
young iconoclast does not nec- 
essarily hate his country; he is, 
however, becoming increasingly 
anxious for changes to be made 
to improve it, as well as the 
werld in general, and to 
him to live out his life with some 
measure of security. 

Contributing factors to the Joss 
of patriotism in America (and 
what the young intellectuais are 
rebelling against) are the lack of 
bona fides about our liberties, 
the dishonorable politics in the 
universities. the disillusioning 
handling of the adventure in 
space, the inferior and place- 
seeking high officers of the 
State, the shameful neglect of 
our landscape, an immoral war, 
and the disregard for commun- 
ity. 

It is a well known psycholog- 
ical fact that frustration leads 
to anger which must be vented. 
For example, the Vietnam War 
has been protested and worked 
against for years, but we are 
still there, perhaps deeper than 
ever. ‘The young, understandab- 
iy, biame ihe “establishment” 
for this type of thing. To young 
people the establishment is 
readily represented by adminis- 
tration buildings. ROTC build- 
ings, etc., and when the frus- 
tration and angers reach a

out. 

As previously stated, it ap- 
pears to many of my generation 
that we are on the road to ex- 
termination, That Amcrican so- 
ciety is death-oriented. If vou 
watch television and read the 
newspapers, a great part of it 
is taken up by killing, by murd- 
er, atomic bombs, MIRV’s, gas- 
es, bacte agents, napalm, de- 
foliants. asphyxiating agents, 
and we have war. All our tdeas 
are death-oriented, ‘Lhe’ much- 
criticized open-air festivals, the 
drugs. and the nonconventional 
behavior of the youth can be 
seen then as an attempt, wheth- 
er conscious or not, to steer 
clear of this death-orientation 
(which we consider to be un- 
realistic. hopefully), An attempt 
to discover what has got to he 
a more real worid.

Certainly many of the goals 
and methods (especially the Jat- 
ter) of the youth can be con- 
sidered revolutionary, violent, 
or disproportionate to the prob- 
Tems. Not to the young, however, 
for we are growing up in a world 
with problems and frustrations 
that our elders never had to be 
threatened with or experience. 
To us, these things are of crisis 
proportions and need immediate 
attention, not premises and tok- 
enisins. The methods employed 
are at times guestionable, but 
when the traditional channels of 
action are cither closed or 
caught in the web of seciminyly 
endless bureaucracy, there are 
few alternatives left. 

I think that Margaret Mead 
has a plausible solution to the 
generation gap when she speaks 
of a “prefigurative” sociely. One 
in which the youth, to whom the 
future is now, ask the essential
